be appointed and convened within 60 days to start a 
study concerning the actual amount of recyclable 
materials leaving Sierra Madre and a way of more 
equitable charging. Also deleted from Resolution 
90-32 was the automatic five-year contract with the 
trash company, urged by Councilman Gary Adams. 

Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray added, 
“I would like the city to petition Western Waste 
to see if there is a reduction in costs warranted 
based on recycling income.” She requested that on 
an annual basis. 

In other business. Councilman Clem Bartolai 
made the motion that a task force start a feasi¬ 
bility study concerning a fixed median or “other 
appropriate streetscape” down the middle of Sierra 
Madre Blvd. He asked, and it passed, that another 
60 days be given to the project. 

Councilman Adams disagreed heartily but Ma¬ 
yor George Maurer said, “I can tell you that 1 
believe the pots have done what they were designed 
to do. 1 think we would be foolish to remove the 
pots,” concerning the planter/pots that have been 
placed down the middle of Sierra Madre Blvd. 
from Auburn to Baldwin. The sole purpose was to 
slow traffic and to stop U-turns. “We’ve done a 
feasibility study and they’re feasible,” Mayor Maurer 
said. 

Police Chief Bill Betts reported that studies 
proved that the pots, whether or not one liked the 
way they look, had done what they were supposed 
to do: slow down traffic and stop U-turns. 

Chamber of Commerce President Judy Webb- 
Martin said that the chamber and Main Street are 


prepared to assist and participate in initiating or 
conducting the proposed median treatment con¬ 
sideration. 

The council turned down Don Murphy’s de¬ 
sign to increase the flow from Sierra Madre Blvd. 
of Mariposa Parking lot and to allow for added 
grading on the south side that would encourage 
development of the city’s section of the lot. 

Mayor Pro Tern Roy Buchan was the leading 
opponent of the plan which Murphy called “a gen¬ 
esis of the URM problems that ties into the con¬ 
cerns of parking.” 

He said, “Tearing out a brand new parking 
lot (in future years for more development) is illo¬ 
gical . . . We have URM (unreinforced masonry 
which must be earthquake proofed) looking at us.” 

MacGillivray sided with Murphy when she 
said, “There is no real encouragement (for de¬ 
velopers) to change the back parking lot and pro¬ 
vide potential for an increase later. The cost now is 
affordable. The cost later may not be affordable 
(the guess is that about $50,(K)0 more would do the 
additional work).” 

The council agreed, by motion, in other action, 
to set up a study session concerning a possible 
move from the Pasadena Court System to Santa 
Anita Court in Arcadia. An in-depth story concern¬ 
ing points brought up by John Sommer will ap¬ 
pear in next week’s News. 

Mayor Maurer reappointed Eloise Parker and 
Jim Hester to the Planning Commission and Ron 
Coleman and Gloria Giersbach to the Parks and

Godleys to leave Sierra Madre 


after three decades of volunteering

City never needed supplemental water; 

however, drought could change that 


This is the second in a senes on Sierra Madre's 
water supply and how the city plans to deal with 
any possible shortufies. Ed. 

Sierra Madre should be in an enviable position 
on water with a plentiful supply, quality water and a 
high elevation. 

Instead, the City Council has asked all Sierra 
Madreans to cut their water usage by 10 percent 
and the Raymond Basin .Management Board says we 
have overpumped our alloted water quota by more 
than 5(K) acre feet. 

We have never needed supplemental water, but 
the current drought and two years without our addi¬ 
tional tunnel water (which is not counted in our 
water allotment) because the tunnels were being 
repaired, has brought the problem to the fore¬ 
front of concern. 

If, indeed, we have overpumped our allotment, 
why can’t we just get imported water to replenish 
our credit and supplement our supply as other cities 
do? 

The reason is that, unlike our neighbors 
Arcadia and Pasadena, we do not belong to the 
Metropolitan Water District (MWD) which has a 
pipeline running under Grandview — but, as of now.

IS unavailable to us as a non-member. 

We had several chances to join MWD, but 
chose instead, in 1959, to form a four-city water 
district with Alhambra, Azusa and Monterey Park, 
mainly to stay out of MWD which was anathema 
to many Sierra Madreans. It was felt we would have 
greater control over our destiny, be able to obtain 
any water we might need less expensively and have 
access to higher quality water through out own small 
district. 

Today we still have no way to get supple¬ 
mental water from our San Gabriel Valley Munici¬ 
pal Water District (SGVMWD), despite paying what 
many consider to be exhorbitantly high taxes for 31 
years. 

The problem lies in the fact that the district’s 
Feather River water supply is placed in a different 
water storage basin (San Gabriel) than ours (Ray¬ 
mond Basin). The San Gabriel Basin lies some 8(X) 
feet lower in elevation, which would necessitate 
a costly pipeline and pumping to get it to us. 

The three other cities are located in the lower 
basin and do not share our problem. Being only one 
in five (there are five directors on the board of 
which Sierra Madre has one), and not having a des¬ 
perate need for supplemental water, finding a solu¬ 
tion has never been given priority by the district. 

Now the picture is changing. 

Members of the City Council finally have be¬ 
come more aggressive in their stance and both the 
Raymond Basin Management Board and the SGV¬ 
MWD Board have become more receptive to sug¬ 
gestions for possible solutions. In addition, MWD 
has become more interested in exchanging rights 
and credits in various basins in which they have 
rights. 

Mayor George Maurer is preparing a letter for 
council approval containing suggestions for four 
different areas of discussion and negotiation, and 
the city administration is planning a presentation 
for the Raymond Basin Board’s July meeting con¬ 
cerning the possibility of gaining additional rights 
and credits to which the city feels it should be 
entitled. 

We will take a look at these and other possi¬ 
bilities in subsequent articles, as well as hearing 
from various water experts, our representatives to 
the SGVMWD and members of the City Council 
regarding progress which they feel is taking place.

It may be big news that a Great Horned 
Owl was found in Sierra Madre but it’s even bigger 
news that the Goldeys are leaving Sierra Madre.

During their three decades in Sierra Madre, 
they have participated in about every volunteer 
organization and have been an active part in nearly 
every Sierra Madre drive, whether it was toward 
getting a new fire engine to helping the burned 
out merchants in December. The Godleys were 
just “always there.” 

Your editor’s first meeting with the Godleys 
was shortly after we purchased the paper. All those 
attending a Sierra Madre Environmental Action 
Council (SMEAC) meeting were to meet at the 
Nature Friends’ house in the canyon. Since we were 
“flatlanders,” having been raised in the Mid¬ 
west and having just moved from San Marino, 
we chose to park our car in the Auburn lot and 
be driven to the spot by a committee member. 
Barbara was that member. Her first words were of 
great welcome and thanks for our buying the paper, 
she said while we ripped around blind corners in the 
canyon in what looked to us like a rain forest of 
overhanging trees. We did, however, arrive at the 
SMEAC meeting intact. That was our first meeting 
with Barbara, who has become a dear friend, and 
with the canyon. 

Barbara and Joe remember of being active, in 
the ’60s and ’70s, in the Foothill Area Association, 
“saving the wash from being covered.” 

Then there is the Beautification Committee, 
League of Women Voters, Master Plan in the ’60s, 
Historical Society, Friends of the Library . . . and . . . 
and.. . 

Joe retired as an engineering aide at Jet Pro¬ 
pulsion Laboratory after having worked on lasers, 
heat exchange, and some medical research. 

Barbara was a nursery school teacher years 
ago, first in Sierra Madre Community and then at 
Hastings Ranch. After four years, she “retired” 


to volunteer organizations in Sierra Madre. 

They’re both natives of California — about as 
rare as the Great Horned Owl — he having been 
born in San Gabriel and she in Santa Monica. 

Why did they choose Sutrunerland for their 
retirement? “It has a wonderful climate, is only 1(X) 
miles from here, has only about 2(X)0 people — we 
love small towns.” 

They have bought an ocean view home and, of 
course, are already members of the Homeowners’ 
Association. 

They do a lot of sailing and will spend week¬ 
ends, leaving from San Pedro for a sail since they 
belong to the yacht club there. 

What will they do? “Joe is a ‘fix it’ so he can 
always find things to do. He loves to fish. And, of 
course, we have that ocean nearby. I’ll just rest,” 
Barbara says. “Of course. I’ll get involved with the 
Santa Barbara Botanic Gardens. And we’re planting 
a garden of all native plants that need no water.” 

Sounds like there will be no gazing at the Pa¬ 
cific Ocean for long hours for the Godleys. 

The Godleys have two daughters: Cheryl in 
Mokelumne Hill and Theresa who will move to Goleta 
soon. They also have a granddaughter, Moira, 
who is 6 years old. 

Barbara concluded, “Volunteers, no matter 
their political affiliations, come together as a whole.” 

She has suggested that The News start a 
“Volunteer of the Month” column. Our plaintive 
cry is, “Where in the world do we start? There 
are so many of them here.” 

Before anything, though, let’s give our good 
friends, the Godleys, a proper send off. Let’s toast 
them on the Fourth of July . . . and forever.

Few organization presidents, board or 
committee members keep track of the time they 
invest in community activities.

DRC assists with 
city beautification

Last week the Sierra Madre News reported that 
Keith Kjelstrom, state assistant project director of 
Main Street, said that Sierra Madre’s Design Review 
Committee ‘‘is a leader in design for the city. It 
has a very important function and has talented 
individuals on that committee.” 

To find out more about the operation of the 
DRC, the Sierra Madre News interviewed Don Mur¬ 
phy, the architect who is the chairman of the 
DRC. 

According to Murphy, the DRC is one of four 
councils of Sierra Madre’s Main Street. 

The statewide organization has the aim of revi¬ 
talizing older downtown areas. Sierra Madre’s Main 
Street is instituting a three-year budget for the pro¬ 
gram. 

DRC started with board members from Main 
Street, including Don Murphy, Patricia Hofer, the 
liaison with the Beautification Committee, Shelby 
Pope, Nancy McGrain and Gale Papish. 

The DRC reviews anything that impacts aesthe¬ 
tics, including signs, facades, remodeling and awn- 
ings. 

Currently, the DRC is writing design review 
guidelines for any building in the commercial dis¬ 
trict. Once completed and approved by the city, 
these guidelines will be available at City Hall. 

The committee is also reviewing the city’s sign 
ordinance, and working with the city in regard to 
lighting standards for parking lots. 

The DRC also reviews signs and building 
proposals, along with plans for painting, to bring 
proposed changes in line with the city’s overall 
architecture. 

Murphy said that the DRC approaches its 
task in a professional fashion, writing letters to 
document the process. 

He believes the committee is well equipped, 
as a result of the expertise of its members. 

Murphy is an architect, Nancy McGrain is a 
stained glass artisan. Gale Papish is an interior de-

signer, and Patricia Hofer has a strong art back¬ 
ground. She is also very familiar with the town, since 
she was on the Planning Commission for eight 
years. 

The first step in the process is for property 
owners to submit drawings to the DRC. The DRC 
then submits drawings to the planning department. 
DRC picks these up from the planning department 
each week. The committee meets every Monday, 
from 4 to 6 in Don Murphy’s office, in the old 
city hall building. 

Murphy said that people can make the DRC’s 
job easier by submitting accurate drawings. If the 
drawings are not to scale, there is no way for 
the DRC to evaluate them. 

It is best for the applicant to submit prelim¬ 
inary drawings, and then meet with the DRC to 
discuss them. If this is done, the DRC will partici¬ 
pate in the process at the earliest stage, leading to 
better results. 

The other way for applicants to make the DRC’s 
job easier is to follow through on the com¬ 
mittee’s recommendations, Murphy concluded.

author of “The Joy Luck Club" 

Amy Tan looks like a Chinese doll, pretty 
and petite with classic long dark hair and 
bangs. She is dressed in black silk pants, long 
scarf with fringes, and an emerald green kimono. 
As she speaks to the audience on “Finding 
Your Voice as a Writer," at CSULA’s First 
.Annual Summer Writing Institute. She looks like 
a princess in a fairy tale. 

.And in her own eyes and those of any hope¬ 
ful writer, she indeed is a princess in a fairy 
tale. Her very first novel (“1 see it as a collec¬ 
tion of stories,” she says), “The Joy Luck 
Club'’ remained on the New York Times Best 
Seller List for 33 weeks. The stories tell of 
Chinese imniigranis who came to California 
\n 'h ' late ’40s and meet together over mah 
long and conversation for many years, waiting 
for joy luck in this promised land. 

Although Amy Tan did not start writing 
fiction until 1985, she credits her family back¬ 
ground with “marking her” as a writer. 

“My early literary influences were my mo¬ 
ther and father and the life that was given to 
me.” She was the child of immigrants, trying 
to marry two cultures and two languages. Her 
father w'as a Baptist minister who belived in 
determining life through faith, her mother, a 
Buddhist, who belived fate determines your 
life. 

“A world seen in such a different way 
had to be written about,” Tan commented. 


Her family moved often during her childhood, 
and often she was the only Chinese girl in her 
class. “I grew up feeling that I was different 
somehow. 1 hear and see things differently. 

I learned to question the life that was given 
to me. And 1 wrote down these things.” 

“1 was nurtured to have a flexible imagin¬ 
ation, bending in many directions and farther 
than most people. 1 was raised by a mother 
who taught me the the world was more magical 
and powerful that it is.” 

A writer, she believes, has a strong sense of 
memory, constantly re-living and reconstructing 
experiences. “Because you can’t forget is the 
reason you write.” 

After her brother and father both died of 
brain tumors, Amy was taken to Europe and 
educated in a Swiss schooi. Her mother’s per¬ 
ception of the world changed radically, she be¬ 
gan to insist that a person can determine their 
life. It was “determined” for Amy that she 
should become a doctor because her strongest 
skills were in math and science. 

“I am an example that SAT scores can be 
wrong,” she says ironically. She switched her 
major from Pre-med to Linguistics and became 
fascinated with the rhythm and patterns in lan¬ 
guage. 

“A writer needs to be resistent to criticism 
of the worst kind,” commented this princess, 
of now many royalties, who was once told by 
a teacher, “writing is your worst skill, you’ll 
be lucky to make a dime.”

line.” When a specialist 
needs to be called in, 
he evaluates the 
doctor, not only by his 
technical skills, but also 
by his “people 
skills.” 

He describes himself 
as “a dyed in the 
wool product of Sierra 
Madre,” which he sees 
as a “safe and desire- 
able place to live.” 

Part of the joy of 
practicing medicine in a 
small town is that there 
is no competition bet¬ 
ween Burlison, Reeves, 
and Crawford and “the 
guys down the street 
(Sierra Madre Medical 
Clinic). “We have a 
spirit of cooperation, 
not competition ” 


He credits some of 
the success of his prac¬ 
tice to Drs. Jacobs, 
Manning, and Peterson, 
whose established prac¬ 
tice he bought in 1965, 
inheriting many of 
their patients. 

As a boy here, he had 
cleaned their offices and 
worked for the Post Of¬ 
fice, learning the town 
and its people inside and 
out. 

The son of the, 
then, pastor of Nazarene 
Church Sierra Madre, 
he believes strongly in 
integrating faith and 
medicine. “Faith gives 
people an anchor that 
others don’t have,” He 
states. “Belief in God 
is part of my mission.” 
His training was at 


Loma Linda University 
with Dr. Reeve “in the 
last class of medical 
evangelists,” and at 
White Memorial. Their 
class was just a year 
ahead of Dr. William 
White, who is now “one 
of the guys down the 
street.” 

After his training, he 
entered the Army for 
two years, then practiced 
in La Canada, and re¬ 
turned to his beloved 
Sierra Madre. 

“There’s something 
special about this com¬ 
munity. Even for the 
new people that come 
here, something happens 
to them, it becomes their 
hometown and they be¬ 
come like what used to 
be.”

With the prospect of a 
bciict life ill America. 
Tied Osti Iclt his home 
'in the Sud-liiol ol Aus- 
ttin. It was the liirn' of 
lh> century when Papa 
came to Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and began his new 
lile hy helping to 
plant the Cniasii Vinc- 
yaids in Fontana. Dur¬ 
ing the years he worked 
at Ciuasti he returned to 
\ustiia twice to find a 
hiide. On his lliiid trip 
hack he found just 
the right girl. Teresa 
Osti. 

Mamma was the 
youngcsi of five child- 
ten and it was eus- 
lomaty for the eldest 
daughter to he married 
I it St, but Papa had made 
up his mind to marry 
leresa. So. wiili 
her lather’s consent, 
picparaiions began for 
the wedding and the siih- 
seitucnl liip to Ameri¬ 
ca. I’apa and Mamma 
were mairicd on Apr. 21, 
1914, and left that very 
same day for America.

In their later years,

Riding in the 
car this year will be 
Mayor Pro Tern Andrew 
Roy Buchan, Olive’s 
husband. 

The car, purchased in 
1984 from a Morgan 
three-wheel collector in 
Northern California, 
was trailered here for 
extensive repairs. 

Known as a “Mog” 
or “Moggie,” the 
Morgan was one of sev¬ 
eral makes of three 
wheelers popular in 
England because of its 
light 1000 lb. weight 
since autos were taxed 
by weight. This Morgtin 


was made from 1909 to 
1952 when the tax was 
lifted. It is rated as a 
motorcycle and is so 
licensed. Its four- 
cylinder engine has 
a displacement of 933 
c.c. and a horsepower of 
24. 

There are about 5(X) of 
these “Mogs” known 
to exist in the world, 
though few are in oper¬ 
ating condition. Their 
value is difficult to 
assess since they 
are rarely sold. 

Dr. Benton says he 
freely drives his 
three-wheeler through¬ 
out this area and also 
makes frequent ap¬ 
pearances in the Palm 
Springs Grand Prix and 
at Monterey’s Laguna 
Seca.

Then 
news is done by military- 
personnel at the bases. 

A.F.R.T.S. has over 
400 outlets throughout 
the globe in 140 differ¬ 
ent countries and all 
the shops in our Navy. 
During the disastrous 
days last year in Tian 
An Men Square it was 
the only way our em¬ 
bassy in Beijing knew 
what was taking 
place. This was also true 
during the “Operation 
Just Cause” in Panama. 

The Videolog done by 
KCET of Sierra 
Madre’s historic W'is- 


taria Vine has been 
broadcast by them 
overseas, making it now 
known worldwide. 

Matheson has taught 
at both San Mateo City 
College and Pasadena 
City College but because 
of his schedule now of¬ 
ten requires him to tra¬ 
vel to one of the bases 
on short notice he has 
had to forego teach¬ 
ing. He says even 
though it isn’t always 
easy working for the 
government nor as 
lucrative, he feels 
strongly he is being 
instrumental in helping 
our Americans overseas 
to be “tuned in” to 
American society.

Firm approved for library 
building program proposal 


Charles Walton Asso¬ 
ciates, a Glendale-based 
firm, was approved by 
the Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil at last week’s 
meeting to prepare a 
public library building 
program proposal at 
a cost of between $50,000 
and $55,000. 

Of the seven com¬ 
panies to the need for 
library expansion pro¬ 
posals, Walton Asso¬ 
ciates was selected 
based on qualifications 
and experience as de¬ 
fined in regulations and 
application form of 
Proposition 85, the 
California Library Con¬ 
struction and Renovation 
Bond Act; cost; location 
of the firm; and the 
amount of the total job 


one company could do 
without having to hire 
outside consultants. 

Some of Walton .Asso¬ 
ciates’ recent projects 
include the El Segundo 
Public Library, a central 
library addition and 
children’s library for 
the city of Glen¬ 
dale, the Platt Branch 
Library of the city of 
Los Angeles, Cerritos 
Public Library and a 
complete remodeling and 
addition to the city of 
Corona Central 
Library. 

This company’s pro¬ 
posal was the lowest 
cost range of all those 
received. 

The city hopes to 
receive Prop. 85 matching 
funds for the library 


construction; however, 
the City Council 
and library board wish 
to proceed with de¬ 
veloping a building 
proposal whether or 
not state funds are 
obtained. 

The Library Board of 
Trustees has indi¬ 
cated that expansion of 
the library, built in 1961, 
is needed because of in¬ 
creased circulation, an 
expanded book collection 
and reduced seating 
capacity to provide room 
to shelve the books. The 
board also points to new 
equipment needs, up¬ 
graded lighting, need of 
an audio visual collec¬ 
tion and more adequate 
children’s room facilities, 
meeting room and staff 
offices.

Laparoscopic Chole¬ 
cystectomy, a method of 
removing a gallbladder 
without the means of 
conventional surgery, 
is being performed by 
doctors at St. Luke 
Medical Center in Pasa¬ 
dena.
